Tho three persons 
nuinwl, andothors, delivered addrossos which 
wore mtxlomto in tone, and everything pa-ised 
oil quietly within tho hall. As tho audionco 
iwuisud out, there was some crowding and con- 
I'Uiiion, owing to a dosiro on tho pure of many 
of thoso presont to got a good viuw of tho dis- 
tinguished foreigners, and to exchange greet- 
ings with thorn personally. Thare was quitfi 
n lui'go force of police present, who had up to 
this timo found no occasion for any action. 
Tho otHcor in charge, acting upon general in- 
structions applicable in such caso9, requested 
tho people to move on and refrain from 
gathering in crowds around tho passageways. 
Tho request not 
boing promptly hooded, 


tho poHoutiion wero ordered to move among 
tlio jieoplo and direct them to disjwrso, 


Tho offlcers accordingly mingled in the 


crowd, and using their clubs as fonders, bo- 
pan to push tho people back from around the 
spcukure. A man in tho crowd became o*- 
cifcnl and shouted out in Gorman a maledic- 
tion upon the police. This was interpreted 
by a German policeman to the officer in cliorge, 
who thereupon ordered tho arrest; of the 
offender. 
The arrest heightened tho con- 


fusion, and tho crowd 
becoming angry 


showed less disposition to yield to the efforts 
of tho oftlcors to disperse them. Shouts of 
indignation wore heard on all sides,' and Dr. 
Aveling and Herr Liobknecht personally re- 
quested the officer in charge to withdraw hU 
men, as there had boon no attempt at dis- 
order, and no excuse for police mtorforenco. 
Tho sergeant refused to comply, and satd that 
his original interference, was for tho purpose 
of protecting tho speakers. Tho latter dis- 
claimed an}" need of such protection, and said 
all they asked wns to bo left alouo with their 
friends. In the surging of the crowd and the 
police around tho .speakers, Mrs. Aveliug was 
pushed about with tha rest rather i-udcly, 
and her husband claims that she was struck 
in thy breast by a policeman's club. Half a 
dozen members of the crowd wero takon into 
custody by tho police before things quieted 
down, but the German who had expressed on 
favorable opinion of the police- was tho duly 
one who wns hold and taken to the station- 
house. His name is "VVillinm Guss and ho 
lives at 40 Allen street, Ho was locked up 
for tho night.

A TASTE OF THE CYCLONE

Freaks—Loss, 87C,000. 


JOLCET, Ids., Sept. 20.—About 8:30 Satur- 


day evening a terrific wind storm and cyclone 
struck this city from a southwesterly direc- 
tion. A dozen framo buildings on South 
Chicago street were leveled to tho ground, 
and the street filled with boards, parts of 
roofs a'jd unprooted trees. When the storm 
came up John Buckley, took refuge In his 
cellar, -while his family Hed to thostreeW. 
Tho latter escaped injury but Buckley was 
dugout of the ruins of his house badly injured. 
Peter Daley and bis wife were rescued from 
the ruins of their house slightly hurt. The 
large grain elevator and ollice buildings of If. 
S. Carpenter on Eastern Avenue,-were totally 
demolished. Several small frame buildings 
alongside the Chii'ugo Sc Alton railroad truck 
were blown down.

day by thousaluls ol! people. It is a romarka- 
l.ie fact tlint although fifteen or twenty 
Imusos were completely 
demolished and 


scattered by tlie terrific wind, yet not a 
single peraon was futully hurt. Everybody 
Ki-cnied to bo iiwaro of. the approach of the 
cyclone some minutes before, it struck the 
city, anil secured thoir safety by Uoaing to 
their cellars. Thu cyclone came from toe 
southwest, straight up the Desplaines river. 
Thu constant Mashes ol! lightning lit up thu 
sl;y so that the fimnul-shaped monster could 
1.0 plainly seen us it came whirling toward 
the city with a ruar iilie a hundred locomo- 
tives L,lu«-inK ulV steam. As it readied the 
city limits it turned vast on Monroe street, 
demolishing houses, barns and outhouses.

A Modern UoiaottthoiluK. 


Hugh Siviuton Lcgaro, o£ South Carolina, 


was a good specimen of a cultivated orator. 
Originally bis voico had boon harsh and weak, 
while a defective shnpo and ill-proportioned 
arms (ono of which bad boon stiffened with 
smallpox in his youth) seemed to render it im- 
possible for him over to attain ft graceful or 
an expressive gesticulation. Yet, by a nelf- 
traimjg to which tho famous one oC Demos- 
thenes was almost nothing, ho vanquished 
thcso formidable disadvantages. 
By tho 


practice of everything that could strengthen 
his utterance, givo him tho ooinmand of its 
modulations and Improve his "whole enuncia- 
tion, ho absolutely created himself a voice tho 
most powerful and ono of tho most perfect I 
hud ever heard. It became eloar, musical, 
delicate and true in its most minutest intona- 
tions, while, in lt» more vehement bursts of 
sound, it grew capable of filling tho largest 
hall with thundering tones, to which we haro 
often felt tbo walls of a logislatu.ro ring and 
vibrato, 


Ho overcame, in like manner, or contrived 


to hide, his bodily defects, so as to attain a 
command of gesture quite sufficient to second 
the bedutiful recitative of bin voico and tho 
play of features unusually striking—a noble 
and commanding countenance, full' of intel- 
lect and passion, and fit to mirror all that tho 
dlow of his olotiuenco could express. 
Mr. 


Lcgai-a was Um'ted Stales charge des affaires 
uL Brussels from 1SS2 until IBSO, and was one 
of th» most popular diplomatic representa- 
tives our country has over had at that rc- 
MiieU court. Appointed attorney general by 
Julni Tyler, ho accompanied him when we 
went to Boston to attend a celebration of the 
battle of Bunker Hill, and was taken ill, 
(lying there on tho &)d of Juno, 1SW.—Bon: 
t'erler Poore. 


lluvunl Taylor'H F.urojMmn Tour. 


I like tho man who roughs it as Bayard 


Taylor did. In tho old volume before me, 
published m 1S4£, he tolls how four years be- 
fore bo started for Europe on what might be 
called tho apostolic plan. Ho had no money 
and ho earned his liviug as ho went along. 
His staff was his comrade. He spent two 
years traveling in Europe and it cost him 
£5UO, which money he earned by writing for 
Tho United States Gazette and Tho Saturday 
Evening Post, He lived to bo American min- 
ister to the Gorman court, and in Germany 
lie died.

At Frankfort ho spent seven mouths, and 
oach month cost him but $10. Four months 
In I'lorenca cost him $50. Paris cost him only 
}3 a week. Few of us can "do" tho gay city 
for that.— Cor. Detroit Free Press.

"Yes, T cR!i tell you n good deal tlmt you 


would li!;e to know about precious stones," 
said a Nassau street dealer, a few day*, ago. 
"To begin with diamonds, these are almost 
all found at the Capo Diamond fields nowa- 
days, in South Africa, though sonic, ami u 
l«tter grade, are still obtained from 13ray.il— 
'old mine' diamonds, us they are culled. All, 
or nearly all, ore taken to London, which is 
tho ono groat general market for rough dia- 
monds. There are dealers in various parts of 
that city, but the center ot the trade there Ls 
Hatton garden, near Ludgato hill. 
From 


thence a great many are taken to Amsterdam 
to bo cut; others are cut in Antwerp or in 
Paris, and they havo lately begun to cut 
them extensively in Germany. 
From these 


places they are sold and shipped all over the 
world. 
" 
. . 
"Sham dianmlds are manuiacturod princi- 


pally in Paris. Some very fine ones, that by 
all but oxi»rte would be taken to bo real, are 
manufactured there. Tho smaller Uio stouo 
tho more easy is tho imitation. It is very 
seldom the. sham diamond.! are sold for truo 
ones, as oven pawnbrokers, -who are not 
usually considered very scrupulous, do not 
care to run tho risk. But regular swindlers 
go about who curry two or three Jn their 
pockets, and by various representations fre- 
quently induce easily-duped persons to pur- 
chase i;iuler tho impression thai they uro 
making a wonderful bargain. Fooplo who 
lose 11 real stono from a cluster in a ring or 
other piece of jewelry will frequently liavu it 
replaced with a sham stone,

"Thoro is only ono way of making l'a".so dia- 


monds. A piece of crystal, or of the very 
clear kind of glass known as paste, is cut to 
rosemblo a diamond by experienced workmen 
and very finely I'.iiLshed OIL By this means 
tlio requisite amount of brilliancy is obtained. 
Tho principal points to bo observed lire tho 
polish and tho due regularity of the faces. 
There is a very large trodo in sham diamonds 
doing this year. 1 have sold many more than 
ever before, and everyone else in tin) trudo 
siiys the same. People aro so fuse-mated with 
diamonds now that they won't look at a piece 
Of jewelry that hasn't ono in it, oitucr renl or 
false 
Diamonds aro doubtless sometime* 


made by cutting a slip of diamond, a very 
thin one, and attaching it to a bnsc of gloss or 
crystal. Then they are exposed to a great 
heat, until tho connecting surface of the glass 
is fused to tho diamond. But this process is 
seldom used, as tho diamond employed re- 
quires to be of very fine quality. 


"Rhinestones aro made of glass," continued 


tho dealer, "and so is every other gobiKook- 
ing sham diamond, no matter by wh.it naino 
it may bo called. You can hardly ever gel a 
shorn diamond of crystal to show tho bril- 
liance of ono cut from glnss, mid tho latter 
wears best, too. 


"Of other imitation stones, some very poor 


colored ones are made of ghw*, but tbo major- 
ity ore 'doublets.' That is to say, a very thin 
slab of garnet, tho cheapest real stono wo 
sell, i» afilxal to a backing oC colored glass by 
tho fusing process. Then they rowmblo ono 
stone, and when set no ono but a trained ex- 
port could rocogmV.0 tho dilToronce. Tho Lest 
of a flic to tbo glass, when they aro removed 
from the setting, reveals the sham at once, as 
tho Ktuol'bites'ou gla-«, tint runs smoothly 
over truo stones. A trained eye tells tho dif- 
ference between true and false stones when 
set by tho grimier luster of tho former. Most 
imitation stones «olil in this and other coun- 
tries aro manufactured in Bohemia, where 
tho work is dono at a very low price. 


"Real stones of color are many of thorn of 


groat value. Rubies, good and large, aro very 
scarce, and moro costly, weight for weight, 
than diamonds. 
Tbofifl of a poorer class are, 


however, much cheaper, Uoxt to them come 
sapphires, which, when of good quality, aro 
priced nearly as high as diamonds, though 
not so high as rubies. Small and imperfect 
stones ore cheap enough. The same applies 
to emeralds. Largo pearls aro still very cost- 
ly, if of (hie color and regular shai«. The 
best pearls aro found only in tho Indian 
seas. Attempts havo been made to cultivate 
the pearl oyster In Italian waters, but with 
little success so far. There are also Amer- 
ican pearls, coming from Texas and from 
Panama, but these are not very valuable, as 
they lack the luster of tho others. 


FA.TENT IMITATION TEA.IH.S. 


"The last time I was in Paris I came across 


a man who claimed to have a patent upon a 
new method of making imitation half pearls. 
Pearls, as you may know, are frequently cut 
in half for sotting. Ho showed mo some of 
his make, and it was really an excellent 
imitation. I ordered some direct from Bo- 
hemia, where they were made, and they 
turned out just as good as tbo sample. But 
how they are made is a secret which i cnn't 
tell you, because I do r.ot know. 


"There is no difficulty in imitating any of 


tho precious stones except tho opal. The 
changing, tho over-varying colors in that 
stor.c, as tho light upon it changes, have 
hitherto proved more than a match for the 
most skillful copyist. 
But opals, notwith- 


Btanding their beauty, are in small demand, 
the belief in thu superstition that they bring 
ill-luck Ls so prevalent. You ir.ay scarcely 
believe it, but there are a good many people 
ill this very city who would not accept iui 
opal to-day if you would mako them a pres- 
ent of it. I fancy tho belief has its birth in 
tho fact that opals aro so brittle and liable U> 
fracture. Moro than one-half are broken in 
course of setting. 


"Tho 
now atone, tho moonstone, which is 


obtained in India, is rather popular now and 
has become cheaper lately." He produced a 
small tray of moonstones, with cameos cut in 
high relief on their faces. A luster that cer- 
tainly did resemble moonb'ght gleamed from 
tho interior of these curious crystolino bodies. 
On tho tray lay another stouo, cut with a 
similar cameo. But this was a dark co.Tco 
colored opaque stone, of insignificant appear- 
ance. 
The reporter picked it up and a 


strange glow of golden light, that seemed to 
shine from its very center, glittered from tho 
various surfaces as it was turned around in 
tho light. 


"That," said tho diamond merchant, "H 


tiger eye, a stone that has a history as curi- 
ous as its appearance. 
Ten years ago it was 


unknown. 
It la found on South African 


farms and hillsides. 
At first it was only 


picked up in minuto fragments and was cut 
in small carbuncles and ovals, but now it lias 
been found to bo quite plentiful in certain 
districts."—Now York Commercial Adver- 
tiser.
